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According to the broad and unspecific wording of the claims, the subject-matter of 
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2. Claims 28-28 refer to a product, respectively its use, defined by a process for its 
production. Since such product cannot be differentiated from the prior art by a 
reference to its production, any bacterium attenuated by transposon mutagenesis 
falls under the scope of these claims. Accordingly, D4 (see claims 1-13, figures 4 
and 5, ad columns 4 and 8) anticipates the novelty of these claims. 

3. Consequently, claims 1-10 and 23-28 do not meet the requirements of Article 
33(2) PCI. 
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
